Usually reliable Eastern 
sources said Grotewohl left 
East Berlin this week after de- 


fying seriously for the first | 


time the Stalinist dictator hé 
has served for eight years as 
government front man. 

Officially the 64-year-old 
Grotewohl is supposed to have 
chosen the moment of a major 
government reshuffle to leave 
for several weeks vacation. But 
underground reports persisted 
that he actually had left East 
Berlin in hopes of going —to 
Moscow to plead the case of 
the purged leaders. 


Believed in Disgrace. 

In Bonn, the West German 
capital, the press service of the 
Socialist party quoted under- 
ground sources as saying 
Grotewohl’s departure at this 
time made it nearly certain he 
had fallen into disgrace. 

East Berlin sources said Ul- 
bricht was facing a major 
breakdown in the government 
; machinery of the German state 
as a result of his dispute with 
Grotewohl and confusion stem- 
ming from last week’s purge. 
To deal with the crisis, the 
party boss summoned a secret 
meeting Monday of the East 
Berlin activists—the party or- 
ganization embracing key Com-

bethtown, has been a fluorite 
miner for many years. 

In an interview, he said test 
drillings were made to a depth 
of 300 feet. The best ore ob- 
tained, he added, contained 25 
per cent fluorite. To be prof- 
itable, as a mining venture, the 
ore should contain 50 per cent 
fluorite, he said. 

Asked to estimate the cost 
of drilling down 300 feet for 
samples of ore, Holbrook re- 
plied, “I would say well over 
$100,000." He added that the 
operation was shut down “be- 
cause they ran out of money.” 

Holbrook said Lopiparo and 
Greene came here frequently 
during the five-month drilling 
operation to get reports on 
samplings of ore. Greene, he 
said, was there within the last 
three weeks. 

The same day Greene as- 
signed shares in the 160-acre 
tract to his associates. he 
signed an agreement for min- 
ing contract rights on a 190- 
acre tract near here. This docu- 
ment shows he assigned 15 per 
cent of the rights to Lopaparo. 
another 15 per cent to Giar- 
dano, 25 per cent each to Lo-

The Unanswered Challenge 


A few months ago Nikita Khrushchev issued 
a warning to America. “The Soviet threat to 
the United States is not in the intercontinental 
ballistic missile but in the field of peaceful pro- 
duction,” he said. “We declare war upon you 
in the peaceful field of trade.” 

If the Russian Communist leader had pro- 
claimed a military threat, it would have aroused 
anxiety in Congress. But the economic chal- 
lenge has aroused no comparable sense of ur- 
gency, despite appeals from President Eisen- 
hower, Vice President Nixon, Adlai Stevenson, 
Senator Douglas of Illinois, and others 

At the moment the issue centers on the Ad- 
ministration bill to extend the Reciprocal Trade 
Act for five years. This bill is not the strongest 
that could be devised. While it retains tariff- 
cutting provisians, it would widen the escape 
clause to give uneconomic domestic producers 
even more protection than was provided by the 
skyscraper rates of the 1930 Smodt-Hawley act 

Yet the Administration had difficulty finding 
a Republican Congressman who would co-sign 
its bill. And it cannot count on traditional sup- 
port of freer trade from Southern Democrats, 
for the South has been split on the question by 
its own industrialization 

Hence the obstacles in thé way of the recipro- 
cal trade program have grown even though the 
necessity for it has grown even more 

The necessity has grown, first, 
Khrushchev's challenge 


because of 
The Soviet Union has 
begun to outstrip the United States in economic 
dealings with underdeveloped countries. State 
Department figures show that in two and a half 
vears, Russia has agreed to supply 10 such coun- 
tries with assistance worth 1.5 billion dollars, 
against less than one billion in American aid. 

This is aid, not trade, but it is an illustration 
of Soviet intentions and capabilities. Russia is 
using aid, barter and credit to expand its eco- 
nomic and political influence. Mr. Eisenhower 
has remarked on Russia's increasing willingness 
to import surpluses of other states. 

It is dangerous business for the United States 
to permit Russia, unchallenged, to become the 
focus of economic hope in uncommitted nations. 
It also is dangerous business to weaken trade 
relations with our own allies. The missile threat 
increases the importance of defense bases in Eu- 
rope. We need our allies as much as they need 
us, and trade should tighten the bond 

One of the signs of the American economic 
slump is a decline in exports. These reached 
the record annual rate of 20 billions in the first 
half of 1957. This index now is heading down 
An obvious cause is the inability of Europeans 
to accumulate dollars for American goods. 

Since recessions are contagious, nations like 
England and France are driven to considering 
more and more restrictions on imports from the 
United States. Their economies are not so ex- 
uberantly healthy that they can afford to buy— 
as thev have been doing—almost twice as much 
from the United States as they sell to us. Yet 
restrictions on trade, no matter how immediately 
necessary, are not conducive to economic health 
in the long run, either here or abroad 

They force nations into commercial isolation 
which is just as disadvantageous as political iso- 
lation. Six continental nations brought Euromart 
agreements into effect, Jan. 1, in their effort 
to break down trade barriers While Europe 
works for greater freedom of trade, the United 
States should not follow an opposite policy. 

Continuance of the reciprocal trade program 
and energetic use of economic assistance are the 


‘only ways in which the United States can answer 


the Khrushchev “declaration of war.” President 
Eisenhower summed up the situation in his trade 
message when he said the trade program was 
“essential to our national economic interest, to 
our security and to our foreign relations.” 

That is the standard under which the issue 
must be fought But the Administration will 
have to fight hard, and rally its party, if the na- 
tion is not to retreat from sound trade policy. 
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Do Not Damage the Capitol 

If one public building belongs to all the people 
more than any other it is the National Capitol 
George Washington lald its cornerstone 165 
years ago. It was completed in the era of Jack- 
son, the handiwork of the three greatest of the 
nation’s early architects—Latrobe, Thornton and 
Bulfinch. Millions have climbed its steps and 
thrilled to its grandeur. 

Yet there are plans afoot, over the opposition 
of some of the most distinguished architects, to 
change materially the east front of this great 
national building. This is the front before 
which the presidential inaugurations are held 
every four years. It is known for its beauty 

The proponents of the change knew that pub- 
lic discussion would defeat their plan. So they 
concocted legislation and slipped it through Con- 
gress in 1955 without hearings. But now four 
Senators—Democrats Humphrey of Minnesota 
and Clark of Pennsylvania and Republicans 
Smith and Case of New Jersey—have introduced 
a bill to caneel the order for the destruction 
of the Capitol’s present east front 

4 Public Works subcommittee, headed by 
senator McNamara of Michigan, is scheduled to 
hold a hearing on this tomorrow. Countless citi- 
zens will be looking in to see what takes place. 
If they could vote after the subcommittee hear- 
ing there is no doubt at all as to the Instruction 
that many citizens would send to Congress 

It would be: “Find the extra space some other 
way.. Do not damage the Capitol!”

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Painter of Strength 

Georges Roualt, whose work is well-known to 
St. Louisans, helped to bring about one of the 
most dramatic changes in the history of art, the 
establishment of the modern period. From the 
Italian Primitives virtually into the Twentieth 
century, there were few really sharp breaks in 
continuity. The developments of this century, 
however, have been almost explosive 

This is so in writing, in music and tn sculp- 
ture—-and in all the nations of the West. But 
it seems most striking in painting—and in 
France. If an arbitrary date is to be set for 
the beginning of the era, it must be the 1906 
Paris show of “the Wild Ones.” Here was a 
thrilling proclamation of a break with the past. 
Elie Faure, the great French art historian, is in- 
clined to regard this as a prologue to what came 
under the impact of the first world war, “a most 
crue! one, but the one which has had the most 
influence in constraining us to look at ourselves, 
face to face, and to look within ourselves.” 

In mentioning Roualt, he speaks of “the bloody 
mud of his painting, its paroxysm of character, 
of somber and burlesque tragedy, and of sadness 
and of horror.” These, surely, are honest reac 
tions to carnage. Faure was wise enough to see 
in this work a sign that “the universe is remak- 
ing itself.” And Roualt did attain a more serene 
mood in his religious paintings—but always they 
are strong, ribbed like the stained glass he 
helped to make into windows as a boy. Con- 
sider his thorn-crowned Christ or his Joan of 
Are on a powerful charger. If*Roualt turned 


often to religious themes, he proclaimed no 
sugar-sweet “peace of mind.” Where chaos 
threatened as in this half-century of war, the 
great need was for strength. Roualt was strong.

Scene II: California 

The Eisenhower power policies, which proved 
so disastrous for Republican candidates in Ore- 
gon, Washington and Idaho two years ago, are 
shaping up to a similar test of popularity in 
California 
the earlier campaign controversy, Trinity, a part 
of the Central Valley project, is the focus now. 

For years the Pacific Gas & Electric Co. has 
been trving to worm its way into the Central 
Valley project so as to wreck it from the inside. 
After repeated failures, the company has now 
been invited in by the Eisenhower Administration 
under its “partnership program.” P.G.&E. is to 
build the power plant at Trinity, buy the falling 
water from the Government, and sell the result- 
ing electric power. The Administration's official 
justification for this procedure has been that it 
would save the Government $165,.000.000 in con- 
struction costs 

At the same time, as has now been shown, the 
“nartnership 


would cost the Government and 
other preference customers for the power, in- 
ilifornia municipalities with their own 
electric distribution systems, up to $275,000,000 
more in charges than if the Government built 
and operated the power plant

This figure comes 
from Samuel B. Morris, former dean of engineer- 
ing at Stanford University and general manager 
of the Los Angeles Department of Water and 
Power. Mr. Morris was one of President Eisen- 
hower's earlier choices for chairman of TVA. 
Comparison of the estimated saving in con- 
struction costs with the estimated loss in. pay- 
ments for service will indicate to even the least 
arithmetically-minded that neither the Govern- 
ment nor the public stands to gain by this deal.

Three Possible Topics for Starting Peace Talks

In 1945, when the armies of Gen. 
Eisenhower and Marshal Zhukov were 
coming together in Central Europe, 
each advanced on a broad front. But 
the first contacts were made by small 
patrols, often isolated, and not always 
at the expected points. 

In a way the exchanges between 
President Eisenhower and Marshal 
Bulganin may be regarded similarly. 
Each has chosen to put forward a wide 
series of proposals to the other. Each 

must know that 
some of his sugges-

If President Eisenhower were to in- 
sist that any agreement must include 
plans for free elections in Eastern 
Europe, his approach would be bound 
to end in acrimonious failure If 
Marshal Bulganin were to insist that 
the Americans (and the British, for 
that matter) must desist at once from 
flying patrols armed with hydrogen 
bombs, even before any system of 
warning against surprise attack has 
been accepted, then again a bitter 
deadlock would be inevitable. 


Public Opinion 


Eastern Europe's Freedom 


In each case the demand the re- 
sponse are understandable. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower very properly wants 
to keep in the forefront a remem- 
brance that Eastern Europe has been 
cruelly oppressed, that the Russians 
have never honored that part of the 
Yalta Agreement as we understand it, 
and that no bargain at the ultimate 
expense of freedom in Eastern Eu- 
rope is tolerable 


Marshal Bulganin may equally feel 
that the continuing presence in the 
air of long-range bombers, armed with 
bombs ready to devastate Moscow and 
Leningrad, brings an appalling risk 
of inadvertent world war—the more 
so because misreading of wireless code 
signals by one aircrew, or a lapse into 
madness on their part, could start a 
total conflagration 


But on Eastern Europe Marshal Bul- 
ganin will adamantly resist any sug- 
gestion of self-determination, because 
it would destroy some of the satellite 
regimes. And on air patrols President 
Eisenhower will make no immediate 
concession, because to do so would 
lav our long-range air forces open to 
another Pearl Harbor 


Where Negotiations Can Start 


On these points, then, progress {fs 
impossible. Negotiations must start 
elsewhere. 

It can start—as has been said many 
times before—with nuclear bomb 
tests. or disengagement in Germany, 
or a non-aggression treaty. These are 
the points where there is a tenuous 
contact of ideas and interests. 


A non-aggression treaty has been 
proposed both by Mr. Macmillan and 
by the Soviet Government. It would 
have no instantly tangible value, but 
because it has been so often demanded 
by Russia its acceptance could be a 
demonstration of good intent. If it is 
sought, its most suitable form would 
be, as President Eisenhower himself 
asks, in a joint or multi-lateral re- 
dedication to the purposes of the 
United Nations Charter. It would be 
worth while. 


More significant, however, would be 
an agreement to remove foreign troops 


. to Germany 
west of the Oder east of the 


Rhine; or it could be extended to 
larger areas (all Germany, Poland, 
and Czechslovakia: or all these plus 
Scandinavia and Hungary). 


Its value to Russia would lie in the 
physical assurance that the Atlanti 
nations were not using their presence 
in Germany to prepare for “imperia! 
ist aggression” eastward or for the 
other “exit designs’ often alleged by 
Moscow. Although four fifths of the 
allegations are no more than prop- 
aganda, there is at root a real fear, 
bred by the last German invasion and 
by the millions of casualties that fol- 
lowed it. 


To the West the value of a zone of 
disengagement would be in getting 
Russian troops out of Eastern Ger- 
many and possibly out of more of 
Eastern Europe. That is the quickest 
way to help those countries towards 
a higher degree of freedom, and per- 
haps eventually towards a form of 
liberal democracy. 


President Eisenhower says that “the 
range of modern types of weapons 
does not know of any geographical 
limit.” True; but for that very reason 
separation is practicable without un- 
dercutting the main security of East 
or West. It is exactly why a start 
could be made in Germany. 


The German states—two today, and 
perhaps one later—can retain their 
present guarantees from East and 
West, although their military forces 
would have to leave the Warsaw and 
NATO commands. Western Germany 
would be no less safe than it is today, 
when its chief protection is in air 
units based on Britain, North Africa, 
and the United States. But it would 


have a real hope that the Communist 
hold on Eastern Germany might be 
weakened, and that eventually the 
Pankow regime might be reformed 
irom within. 

If President Eisenhower Is thinking 
seriously of how to help Eastern Eu- 
rope, this is the way. It is far more 
hopeful than trying to talk to Mr. 
Khrushchev about free elections. One 
might as well ask him to become a 

irdinal 

So, too, with bomb tests. If we 
insist on linking a suspension to si- 
multaneous control 
over the production 
of nuclear weapons, 
negotiations are al- 
most certain to 
founder in mutual 
mistrust. If we seek 
a phased system, 
beginning with sus- 
pension on the 
day agreement is 
reached on means 
to monitor interna- 
tionally the absence 
of tests, progress is possible because 
of mutual interest.

The Russian Government, of course, 
may not want agreement at all. The 
flow of letters from Moscow gives am- 
biguous evidence. Even in the most 
favorable light, Marshal Bulganin and 
Mr. Khrushchev appear in no more 
hurry to narrow the issues than Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and Mr. Dulles. 


Yet the issues will have to be nar- 
rowed to those on which agreement 
Presidert Eisenhower rightly requires 
is conceivable. It is best done by the 
before a summit meeting.

England's George Washington 


Biographers’ and Historians’ Different Views of Oliver Cromwell 


THE GREATNESS OF OLIVER CROM- 
WELL, by Maurice Ashley. (The Mac- 
millan Company, 382 pgs., $5.)

OLIVER CROMWELL has fared bet- 
ter at the hands of biographers than 
he has at those of historians With 
the notable exception of Samuel Raw- 
son Gardiner few historians have ren- 
dered wholly favorable verdicts, where- 
as few biographers have rendered 
other than favorable verdicts. This is 


not accidental, nor is it a case of biog- 
raphers’ “falling for” their subject, 
making a hero out of him, though of 


course, this happens too. The biogra- 
pher may be just as scholarly and ob- 
jective in his approach as the historian 
and yet come to quite different con- 
clusions. The reason for this is inter- 
esting, and important 

History judges a historical figure like 
Cromwell largely by what he did, what 
he accomplished; biography by what he 
was. History sees little but the act, 
considers that, weighs its effect, then 


renders its verdict. It has no time, 
even if it has the desire, to separate 
the achievement—or the failure—from 
the man. Thus history has it: Crom- 
well killed the King, Cromwell upset 
the Constitution, Cromwell made him- 


self a dictator. These are all judged to 


be bad acts It then becomes hard 
for the reader—and often for the his- 
torian too—not to arrive at the con- 


clusion that the man chiefly responsible 
for them must be bad too 

But note the difference in the biog- 
rapher’s approach. His concern is less 
with the historical act than with the 
man. He looks not at the deed so much 
as at the heart, not at the outcome but 


at the aim. History can scarcely stop 
to consider motive. Biography cannot 
ever stop considering motive. The 


motive and the circumstances that gave 
riseAo the act form its principal theme. 
THERE IS NO GAINSAYING that the 
Commonwealth period of English his- 
tory is not a pleasant one for most 
historians, especially those steeped in 
English traditional ways and love of an- 
cient and cherished institutions, to dis-

During 
all these three centuries historians have 
seldom been able to view him with de- 
without distorted vision 
ations of Royalists he was the 
detestable regicide, Clarendon’s “brave, 
bad man To equally enthusiastic re- 
pubDlicans—including many in America 
——he was the arch-betrayer of their 
sacred cause, sacrificing it to the idol 
1 nm own ambition. An ettempt was 
made in the nineteenth century to see 
him as a Gladstonian liberal. Then in 
our own twentieth century, with fas- 
cism coloring minds, Cromwell the 
military dictator emerged, the English 
Bonaparte What Churchill says of 
him, words written in 1938-39, reflects 
wnis viewpoint.) 
OBVIOUSLY, none of these views, con- 
flicting and varying as they are, is 
scientific; none gives us the truth about 
the man. A controversial figure like 
Cromwell can only be convincingly re- 
created in terms of his own age inter- 
preted by the fullest knowledge ours

Digging into contemporary works of 
the era, Miss Jones has read widely, 
and from the available writings has 
picked nearly 50 discussions, descrip- 
tions and comments, from the brief to 
the long and fulsome. In the main she 
has chosen well. Some of her commen- 
tators turn out to be mere windbags, 
South-orator types of the most out- 
moded variety; more appear to be peo- 
ple of a certain common sense and skill 
in observation. 


Fanny Kemble had an unrosy view; 
to her the plantations were “the most 
miserable human habitations I ever be- 
held.” But another visitor from Eng- 
land decided that there was “a great 
solicitude” for the welfare of the slaves 
whom he met.

He was dealing all the 
men, whether as opponents o1 
ates, who sought other ends than his.

Mr. Ashley's conclusion is that the 
qualities of Oliver Cromwell were those 
of George Washington, not of Napoleon 
Bonaparte; of the patriot, not the werld 
conqueror. And that, I think, is es- 
sentially true. Certainly, the kind of 
England that Cromwell wanted was the 
kind of nation that Washington, Jef- 
ferson and Madison created, in Amer- 
ica. The chief difference between him 
and them was that they had the human 
means to bring it into being, and he 
didn't. The whole matter is really as 
simple as that.

IN THE SPRING of 
1949 when the Communist 


armies finally overran all of 
China there were many head- 
line stories in the news. One 
that shoujJd not be forgotten 
is how H.M.S. “Amethyst,” a 
frigate of the British 
Far East Fleet, was trapped 
in the Yangtze River by Com- 
munist shore. batteries just 
below Nanking and months 
later made a daring escape 
On the morning of April 
20th. hits from mur- 
derously-close range killed 17 
of the “Amethyst’s” crew and

Three 
British ships that tried to 
rescue her were shelled and 
turned back. Casualties on 


the other ships made a total 
of 44 British lives lost, At 
the time it seemed unbellev- 
that the Communist 
would fire without 
warning on. plainly-marked 
neutral vessels and continue 
to do so deliberately. Even

able was their holding the 
Amethyst” captive at gun- 
point while her _ supplies 
dwindled in order to gain an 
admission of wrongdoing 
The “Amethyst” became a 
political pawn at anchor in 
the muddy Yangtze, pinned 
down under the Communist 
guns through the months of 
May and June into the heat 
of July. The first attack had 
mortally wounded the skip- 
per, Lt. Cmdr.

Of the original crew of 192 
men only 86, some too badly 
wounded to move, were still 
aboard. The others had 
been evacuated to Shanghai 
through the kind and gener- 
ous help of the Chinese Na- 
tionalist Forces who did all 
they could to ease the “Ame- 
thyst’s” plight, But the dead 
still lay on the decks. and it 
was Kerans’ first job to tidy 
up the crippled ship, and 
then to try to dicker with the 
Communists for a safe-con- 
duct passage down the rive! 
AFTER ELEVEN futile 
parieys with the Communist's 
political commissar, Kang 
Mao-chao, and with General 
Yuan Chung-hsien, the area 
commander, Kerans saw that 
his situation was hopeless 
and he decided to make a 
break for freedom while—he 
still had enough fuel to make 
the 140 miles to the sea. Be- 
cause the “Amethyst’s secret 
code books had been de- 
stroyed to prevent their fall- 
ing into Communist hands, 
Kerans could only communi- 
cate with his superiors at 
Hong Kong in clear language. 
Using doubletalk, he asked 
permission to escape by 
requesting instructions “on 
what to do if a typhoon

The Role of St. Louis Structures in Modern Design 


By GEORGE McCUE 
A RECENT TALK in St 
Sibyl Moholy-Nagy, portions of which 
were quoted here, has left a number of 
quietly seething, slow-burning architects 
in jts wake. 

Mrs. Moholy-Nagy, a handsome 
woman with graying red hair, a quick, 
energetic manner, a sharp mind, a broad 
architectural background and a voice 
that rings with conviction, told an audi- 
ence of architectural students and old 
pros that the architects are committing 
professional suicide. 

As indications of this, 
architects are thinking 
more as engineers and designers than 
as artists; that authoritative spokesmen 
in the profession have begun to talk of 
buildings as temporary design products, 


she said: That 
and working 


rather than as permanent structures: 
that schools of architecture are over- 
emphasizing “stressed, twisted, hung, 


folded, floating or anchored re-inforced 
concrete vaults, to the detriment of all 
other design aspects”: that the stan- 
dardized, rationalized building has pro- 
duced a “‘matchbox architecture”: that 
by making creative art courses available 
to the general run of students, they are 
being given pragmatic art experience, 
but this is depriving them “of the de- 
votional experience of standing in awe 
before greatness.” 

ST. LOUIS IS AN appropriate set- 
ting for discussion of engineering, archi- 
tecture and design, for this city was one 
of the sites in which these three forces 
originally came together 
idiom, 

They came together in the 
Louis Sullivan, the 
Lloyd Wright calls “master.” Sullivan 
saw in the Eads Bridge a means of 
liberating buildings from the ancient 
construction of stone resting upon stone. 
In his “The Autobiography of an Idea,” 
written_in the third person, he said: 

“Louis found himself drifting toward 
the engineering point of view, as he be- 
gan to discern that the engineers were 
the only men who could face a problem 
squarely; who knew a problem when 
they saw it. Their minds were trained 
to deal with real things, while the archi- 
tectural mind lacked this directness, 
this singleness of purpose, The trouble 
as he saw it was this: That the architect 
eould not or would not understand the

real working of the engineering mind 
because it was hidden in deadly literal 
attitude and results, because of the 
horrors it had brought forth as misbe- 
gotten stigmata; while the engineer 
regarded the architect as a frivolous 
person of small rule-of-thumb conse- 
quence. And both were largely right: 


both professions contained small and 
large minds—mostly small and me- 
dium.” 


SULLIVAN’S BLEND of engi- 
neering and architecture took form in 
a beautifully proportioned structure at 
Seventh and Chestnut streets. Its name 
is now the Missouri Insurance Building, 
but architects the world over revere it 
by its original the Wainwright 
Building

name, 


completion in 1890, the 
Building was the second 
building to employ steel-frame construc- 
tion and it was the first to express this 
new kind of structure in the treatment 
of its exterior design. The modern sky- 
scraper grew from this 

The Wainwright Building, its clean 
vertical lines capped by an ornate terra 
cotta frieze and an overhanging roof 
slab, was completed in 1890. In 1893, 
the Columbian Exposition in Chicago 
gave architecture a jolting setback by 
creating a vogue for Greek and Roman 
imitations, inspired by the plaster edi- 
fices that Daniel Burnham spread along 
the lakefront. The St. Louis Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition of 1904 gave the 
American public another staggering in- 
jection of what Sullivan called “this 
slow-acting poison.”

capitols, city halls 
sprang up 
meaninglessly repeating platitudinous 
domes, columns, caryatids, egg-and-dart 
friezes and vast flights of steps that 
had no more relevance to their time 
than the toga and the chariot, Often, 
this classic icing was lathered over a 
steel framework, lending substance to 
Ruskin’s definition of architecture as 
the addition to a building of unneces- 
sary features. 

But the ideas solidly embodied in the 
Wainwright Building finally prevailed, 
and architects began to see themselves 
again as builders. In this role, which in- 
cludes the capacity of the artist for ex- 
pounding a structure in terms of its 
site, its use, its materials and its im- 
print on the community,

did, indeed, find himself partaking of 
the nature of the engineer. Much that 


goes into a building these days—its 
utility lines, its techniques for saving 
labor and materials, its construction 


innovations—are pure engineering. 


IN THIS DUAL capacity, the engi- 
neer often has prevailed, producing 
stark, non-committal buildings that are 
nothing but the sum of their pre-fabri- 
cated parts. 


But pure architecture has prevailed, 
too. The triple-arched, copper-clad, 
ribbed vaults of the new St. Louis 
airport terminal building speak for the 
air age, and this structure, by Hellmuth, 
Yamasaki and Leinweber, interestingly 
repeats an effect of the great triple- 
arched Eads Bridge. 


Not far away, the McDonnell Alir- 
craft Corporation’s new office building 
of steel and glass, placed by Harris 
Armstrong in a campus setting beyond 
a lake, is expressive both of its time and 
its function, The use of fountain jets in 
the lake to cool water for the air-condi- 
tioning system is an example of an 
engineering function incorporated into 
architecture, but kept subordinate to a 
grand concept. 

In smaller buildings—outlying offices, 
factories and homes—designers are also 
applying themselves to produce archi- 
tecture that transcends mere structure. 
They do not always succeed, and urban 
areas the country over are dotted with 
individual buildings and whole 
visions to which the epithet 
architecture’

all too sadly applies.* 
We have a large share of greatness to 
stand in awe of. however, and we might 
remind ourselves that it took centuries 
for the lintel to become an arch, and 
that the Gothic cathedral did not attain 
its ultimate fulfillment overnight. The 
architect today has an enormous range 
of materials and techniques at his dis- 
posal, so much that it is hard to specu- 
late on what, if anything, will emerge 
as the ultimate form that represents 
our time. 

He has such a wide choice, 
that at times, as Mrs. 
at one point: “It is the contest between 
the bright boys who can learn the 
technique and the boys who have the 
magnificent dreams that seems to ex- 
plain the dilemma of contemporary 
architecture.”

The Pleasures of Word-Watching 


How Many Upstart Expressions Become Respectable 


By ETHEL STRAINCHAMPS 


TO SOME of the thousands of people 
now said to be finding themselves with 
more leisure time on their hands than 
they know what to do with I would like 
to recommend word-watching. 

I took it up a few years ago after 
first reading H. L. Mencken's works on 
the American language, and I suppose 
there are hundreds of other readers 
of those books who later found them- 
selves almost compulsively collecting 
additional data on the subject. From my 
own experience, though, I suspect that 
the more thin-skinned among them soon 
gave up the practice, their fun spoiled 
by the hostility of a public that has 
made the error of confusing the word- 
watcher with a more familiar type of 
language scrutinizer: the purist. 

Actually we have very little in com- 
mon with these malcontents. A purist 
is a critic of language and has a re- 
actionary bent, while the word-watcher 
is a detached observer who passes no 
judgments on the changes in language 
or on their unwitting vessels. 

And whereas the purist, as a crusader 

in a lost cause, is foredoomed to bit- 
terness and frustration, the word- 
watcher is assured of a succession of 
small triumphs as he watches one word 
after another taking the course he has 
learned to predict for it. 
THE HOBBY REQUIRES no 
special training and no equipment, ex- 
cept a big dictionary. Other than that, 
the hobbyist makes use only of the read- 
ing and listening material at hand, and 
one of his great rewards is that his view- 
point lends all of this material, includ- 
ing the most amateurish and inept—I 
should say especially that—a positively 
riveting interest. The dedicated word- 
watcher never misses a word of a tele- 
vision commercial or of a letter-to-the- 
editor. The uncultivated writer or 
speaker is the linguistic experimenter 
as well as the true echo of his times. 

The conscientious word-watcher can- 
not limit himself to this rich field, how- 
ever. He must also read all he can of 
the works of the highbrow authors, in- 
eluding those of the self-confessed pur- 
ists among them. These are much 
slower to reflect actual usage, but when 


they do, even though It is often inadver- | 


tently, the lexicographers finally take 


= 


heed and run to make revisions, and it 
is their judgment that the amateur 
word-watcher is trying to anticipate. 
Because of the time elapsing between 
editions of dictionaries and the con- 
servatism of dictionary editors, this is 
not very hard to do. Since the publica- 
tion of the latest big Webster's I have 
amassed quite a sizable collection of 
necessary revisions 
AMONG THESE ARE CHANGES in 
the meanings of fortuitous, cohort and 
prototype, and changes in the stana- 
ings of sculpt and enthuse—both of 
which‘ are now standard 


I am now watching for the demise of 


several obsolescent words, such as re- 
turn, flout and imply. Journalists, I 
have found, already regard the word 
“return” as archaic. When they men- 
tion John Foster Dulles they always 
speak of either his “arrival back” in 
Washington or the time he is due to 
“arrive back.” And it was not only the 
“shall” in Gen. MacArthur's famous 
pronouncement that made it so memor- 
ably quaint to them. A forthright “I 
will arrive back” would long ago have 
been forgotten. 

That flout is on its way out has been 
coupon knowledge among  word- 
watchers for some time. At first it 
seemed that flaunt, now a word with 
two meanings, was supplanting it, but 
recently an interesting hybrid, flount, is 
making headway. I have been watch- 
ing flount lead a hole-in-corner exis- 
tence for a year or so and recently had 
the pleasure of seeing it get the stamp 
of approval of the Saturday Evening 
Post. 

Word-watchers might like to know 
that the process operating here is 
known as folk etymology. It has been 
responsible in the past for a great many 
language changes that now pass muster 
with even the most rigid of purists. 
THEY ARE NOT AVERSE to~— 
or from, as they would phrase it— 
language corruptions as long as they 
are old corruptions. They do not insist 
that we drop crayfish and go back to 
ecrivisse, but they are still holding out 
for flout. 

For the past year I have been en- 
gaged in watching changes in pronunci- 
ation and my longest list of necessary 
revisions comes under this heading.

The 
resentment aroused by the purists over 
the years remains to make all word 
scrutinizers suspect, and it is best to 
be sure of your audience before you 
speak openly about anybody's language.

RECENTLY I pointed out to a 
friend of mine the interesting word 
“bonnified” in a document he had shown 
me. and though I had reason to believe 
the friend was a secret word-watcher 
himself. he bridied, and remarked 
pointedly that the author of the docu- 
ment might not be as well educated as 
some but could bonnify a check a lot 
faster. 

And I was discussing with another 
friend a revision of a story she was 
writing when she remarked that a cer- 
tain omission would help the story 
“lengthwise.” Then she looked at me 
with distaste and added, “Il know you 
disapprove of that word.” 

I do not disapprove of it, of course, 
nor even of titlewise, plotwise or char- 
acterwise. But her remark alerted me 
to another type of change that the 
word-watcher may be watching for: 
The old words ending in -wise will all’ 
certainly develop new meanings. The 
Golden Rule may one day read, “Do 
otherwise as you would have others do 
unte you.”

Gilels Soloist With Symphony

EMIL GILELS, the now famous Soviet planist, will be 
the guest soloist at a special concert sponsored by the St. 
Louis Symphony Society Tuesday.night in Kiel Auditorium. 
Gilels and the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra with Viadimir 
Golschmann conducting will play the Tschaikowsky B-Flat 
Minor concerto. The violinist Leonid Kogan, another Russian 
virtuoso of approximately the same magnitude as Gilels will 
play the Brahms Violin concerto with the St. Louis Orchestra 
on the evening of March 2

IT MAY BE ASSUMED of course, that the foreign 
tours made by Soviet artists are approved at the highest polit- 
ical level. It is unlikely, for instance, that a run-of-the-mill 
pianist from Omsk would be permitted to accept engage- 
ments abroad. The officials who control such matters want 
the U.S.S.R. to be represented by the best their musical in- 
stitutions can produce, Gilels and Kogan obviously belong 
in this rare category.

From the reports of his concerts given in Chicago, Phila- 
delphia and New York last year it seems evident that Gilels 
is a technician of the first rank. His recording of the same 
Tschaikowsky concerto he will play in St. Louis shows, in 
addition, a fiery temperament that keeps the two fast move- 
ments boiling at white heat. The reviews of his live per- 
formances made consistent reference to his driving. power, 
clean articulation and brilliance in fast passages. Like the 


other Soviet virtuosi who now enjoy international reputa- 


tions Gilels has won many prizes in Russia and elsewhere 
but his reputation outside his own country began to build 
up rapidly largely as a result of his wirining first prize at 


the 1938 Ysaye Contest in Brussels 


LEONID KOGAN also rated first in the same contest 
held in 1951; but Jacques Thibaud, the French violinist, 
heard Kogan play in Moscow when he was 12 years old, had 
already predicted a great future for him. Kogan was born in 
1936 and is therefore much younger than his more celebrated 
teacher David Ojistrakh. Again judging from the many records 
released in this country I would say that his tone is warmer 
than Oistrakh’s and that he makes a closer engagement with 
the music. His way of phrasing is extremely delicate; one

BEETHOVEN'S ‘‘FIDELIO’’ is given a superior 


performance by a group of top ranking European artists 


under the direction of Ferenc Fricsay. Leonie Rysanek sings 
the role of Leonora, the tenor Ernst Hafliger is Florestan 
and Dietrich Fischer-Dieskau is Pizzaro. Important contribu- 
tions to the general effectiveness of this recording are also 
made by Irmgard Seefried as Marcelline and Gottlob Frick 
as Rocco the jailer; and since the prisoners’ song is one of 
the most celebrated ensemble pieces in operatic literature 
the chorus of the Bavarian State Opera deserves a special 
citation for excellence in the one big scene where the chorus 
is involved. The Bavarian State Orchestra plays with distine- 
tion. (Decca, Two 12-inch Lps in album) 

“Fidelio” has never been a favorite, with operate eud> 
ences but it is kept alive from generation to generation be- 
cause musicians admire its elevated feeling. The cast en- 
trusted with this particular production are entirely successful 
in conveying the moral seriousness of the work and in build- 
ing up an appropriate dramatic tension. The recording does 
justice to the high artistic level of the work as a whole and 
to the excellence of the individual voices 
HOWARD HANSON and the Eastman-Rochester Sym- 
phony Orchestra continue their valiant and valuable promo- 
tion of American music with vitalized recorded performances 
of two symphonic works by the late Charles Ives: the New 
England Symphony and the Symphony No. 3. Ives was writing 
in a freely dissonant style at a time when Stravinsky was 
still under the influence of Rimsky-Korsakoff and Schoen- 
berg was passing through his post-Wagnerian phase. Ives’ im- 
portance is duly noted in reference books without being re- 
flected in the programs of concert artists and symphony 
orchestras. But perhaps his day is dawning. This recording 
should make it clear that Ives was not only a bold innovator 
but a composer with a strong and communicable personality. 
As for the Symphony No. 3, which is: scored more sparsely, 
it should have a direct appeal even for the most innocent 
listener now that dissonance is a part of the common musical 
speech. (Mercury, One 12-inch LP.) 

RAFAEL DRUIAN, a @plinist with a firm rich tone 
and excellent technical control is assisted by the capable 
planist John Simms in sensitive performances of Schubert's 
Fantasy in C Major, Opus 159 and the Sonata in A Major. 
As with many other Schubert works, his inspired lyricism 
obscures the intellectual formulation; or worse still makes the 
listener almost resent the intrusion of devices used to extend 
or develop the material. (Mercury, One 12-inch LP.) 

JASCHA HEIFETZ plays the Bloch “Poeme Mystique” 
and the Grieg Sonata No. 2 with a dazzling brillance of tone 
and a lapidarian finish. He is assisted by the talented Amer- 
ican pianist Brooks Smith. The Bloch “Poeme” is introspec- 
tive but affirmative in character. The superficial charm of 
the Grieg sonata takes on an importance that it hardly de- 
serves aS a consequence of this performance 
(RCA-Victor, One 12-inch LP.)

To 
figure a dog's daily calorie needs, some veterinarians use 
this system: For adult dog weighing up to 65 points, sub- 
tract one-fourth of weight from 33, then multiply this 
figure by the dog's weight. Example: For 50-lb. dog, 33 
minus one-fourth of weight (12‘2) leaves 2042 which, multi- 
plied by 50, equals 1025 calories daily. For younger dogs, 
add a “growing” bonus: 10 per cent for year-olds, 30 per 
cent for 6-menth-olds: 60 per cent for 3-month-olds. For 
dogs weighing more than 65 pounds, you get calorie needs 
in one step; multiply weight by 18.

ONE WOULD GO to Salt 
Lake City, where the relative 
of a minor mob affiliate had a 
prominent business. Several 
more would hurry off upstate, 
to the Saratoga area where the 
spa offered accommodations 
large enough for groups. We 
learned of at least one who 
went to New Orleans and was 
told there would be a job wait- 
ing with Frank Costello on the 
slot machines. Sun Valley, 
Idaho, was a refuge for Cali- 
fornia boys. A former New 
York hoodlum operated a pop- 
ular hostelry there. Kansas 
City was one of the most cor- 
dial hideout locales.

It only costs 
three cents to send it, they 
complain» and another three 
cents for the receipt; what's 
six cents? They usually come 
around when it's explained to 
them, but one man held out.

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Average Family in TV Spotlight 


Bewigs of Webster Groves to Be Featured Today on Wide Wide World Show

THREE MONTHS AGO, if 
you had told the Carl Bewigs 
of Webster Groves that they 
were going to be on a nation- 
wide television shew, they'd 
have laughed at ydu. After 
all, they would have said, 
they're just an average fam- 
ily. 

It is becausé they are an 
average family that the Bewigs 
will be featured this afternoon 
from 3 to 4:30 o’clock on NBC’s 
Wide Wide World show, seen 
here on Post-Dispatch Station 
KSD-TV. Titled, “The House 
in Webster Groves,” the show 
will begin in a high school in 
Los Angeles and end in a re- 
tirement community in Flor- 
ida, but its major focus will be 
on a pair in their middle years, 
Carl and Margaret Bewig, their 
three children, and the grand- 
mother who lives with them. 


Airing family problems, bud- 
gets and thoughts before mil- 
lions of people is not some- 
thing you do lightly. The Be- 
wigs who, as unpaid perform- 
ers, will be doing this as a pub- 
lic service gave it some long 
thoughts before deciding on it. 

“It's one of those things you 
view with mixed emotions,” 
Mrs. Bewig told us. “Naturally 
you're pleased but never having 
done anything like this before, 
you're bound to be apprehen- 
sive. We hope it will be an ex- 
perience we'll look back on 
pleasantly Being something 
that involves all of us ntakes 
it different than if it were just 
one of us. It’s a family expe- 
rience and it was a family de- 
cision.” 


HOW THE BEWIGS were se- 
lected for this program Is & 
story in itself Ted Rogers, 
producer of Wide Wide World, 
set out three months ago to 
look for the typical American 
family. . Department of Com- 
merce economists drew a Sla- 
tistical picture of a couple in 
their early forties, with three 
children. at least one grand- 
parent living with them, own- 
ing their own home in the 
suburbs but struggling a bit to 
make ends meet. 

The search for the typical 
family began in Dayton, O.,, 
then moved here. When Rog- 
ers learned that St. Louis Uni- 
versity through the Ford 
Foundation, had the names of 
thousands of families on file 
for a survey, and that their 
card files had the kind of per- 
tinent information they needed, 
he had them run the cards 
through an IBM machine and 
came up’ with names of nine 
familes to interview. None 
quite fit the bill. 

Then a St. Louis University 
professor of political science, 
George Wendel, told Rogers he 
thought he knew a family so 
average that they might be the 
family next door. As a matter 
of fact, it was the family next 
coor to Wendel, the Carl 
Bewigs at 428 Tuxedo avenue, 
Webster Groves. 

The Bewigs were a bit 
startled when Wendel came to 
them with his proposal but 
consented to be interviewed 
Rogers and Hal Azine, writer 
for the show. came over one 
Saturday morning, spent two 
hours, making general conver- 
sation and looking around the 
house. The next day they came 
back at 2:30 and stayed until 
11 that night. Then they 
brought back Bob Daniel and 
Bill Lynch, technical directors. 
In between visits, the Bewigs 
held a family council, decided 


they would let the Wide Wide. 


World take a closer 
them. 

“The only thing that bothers 
me, said Mrs. Bewig, “is that 
title. I hope that people don't 
think that we think that we're 
typical of Webster Groves. 
What I mean is—” 

What Mrs. Bewig means lis 
that there are bigger houses 
and richer people and older 
settlers and families with more 
social status, whatever that is. 
She hopes people will under- 
stand that they're not claiming 
to be THE family of their 
suburb, just the average fam- 
ily 

“What did you all ever do 
to be on Wide Wide World?” 
was the candid question of a 
friend 

“Probably what we didn't 
do,” was Bewig's adhswer. 

However, here, too, the Be- 
wigs hope they aren't giving 
an impression of disappoint- 
ment with life or broken 
dreams They're quite satis- 
fied and happy with what they 
have. 

“The program will begin with 
high school students and their 
dreams of a rosy future,” Mrs. 
Bewig said. “This doesn’t ex- 
actly apply to us because we 
went through that period of 
our lives during the depression 
and we didn’t dream of great 
wealth or fame, just of having 
enough to live on.” 


MRS. BEWIG, who was then 
Margaret Hay, her brother 
James (now of 717 West Big 
Bend boulevard) and their par- 
ents lived in University City. 
She attended Washington Uni- 
versity one semester but that 
January the banks closed and 
she finished her education at 
Missouri Business School. For 
six years she was secretary at 
Flynn Park and Jackson Park 
schools, an experience both 
happy and valuable. 

Even though they lived in 
University City, the Hays kept 
up their membership in a city 
church, West Presbyterian, and 
it was there at a young people's 
meeting that Margaret Hay met 
Carl Bewig.

ing a five-room house in Nor- 
mandy. Seven years ago, with 
two more children, Barbara, 
now 13, and Mary, 9, they 
bought their present eight- 
room house. They “love Web- 
ster Groves and especially the 
friendly neighborhood” where 
they live. 


The Bewig house is a white 
clapboard two-story home with 
dark green door and spirea 
bushes ufder the windows.

Space Suits of Future Will Be Grotesque

SPACE SUITS must be built 
to protect space pioneers who 
leave the comparative safety 
of their rockets to build space 
stations amid terrifying out- 
of-this-world dangers. 


We can only speculate as to 
what the space suit will look 
like. We do know the first 
ones will appear grotesque and 
outlandish. There are good 
reasons for this. 

A space suit must go beyond 
the concept of a man’s home 
being his castle. His space 
suit must be his world... a 
world that can support human 
life and protect it against the 
lethal radiations outside the 
earth's atmosphere. 

Human being long have 
known the earth's atmosphere 
smothers meteoroids which 
come smashing into it with 
speeds up to 45 miles a second 
but our experimental rockets 
have radioed back information 
of even greater dangers in 
space. 

Consider first the protection 
afforded by the ozone layer. It 
extends in a broad band from 
15 to 30 miles above the sur- 


face. Ozone is oxygen, but not 
the oxygen we normally 
breathe. It is the rare, heavy 


molecule of oxygen containing 
three atoms. Only small] quan- 
tities are found at sea level. 
Short wave ultraviolet radia- 
tions of the sun break up the 
oxygen molecules and synthe- 
size them into ozone. Ozone, in 
turn, absorbs the short wave 
radiations but passes on the

ordinary ultraviolet radiations 
so essential to life. The short 
wave radiations are deadly: 


They are literally strong 
enough to fry us to a bacon- 
like crisp. 
Experimenta! rockets sent up 
76 miles have in- 
’ 
: 


formation about the X-rays 
from the sun. On earth we con- 
sider these so dangerous we 
use them only in small, pre- 
cisely.measured doses. The sun 
emits these rays in sufficient 
quantity to make them a real 
hazard. 
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The space suit which our 
scientific “tailors” will turn out 
must resist these radiations. 

How can it be done? 

A sheet of paper will 
ultraviolet radiations. X-rays, 
however, present a problem, 
They pass through a thick lay- 
er of untreated cloth. Scien- 
tists have not determined fully 
how powerful the X-rays are in 
space but they do not think 
the intensity is too high for 
safety. One solution is to make 
the space suit of leaded cloth 
to absorb the X-rays.

The sun, however. generates 
many othe? radiations—rang- 
ing from the highly energetic 
cosmic rays to radio waves 
and there is danger of radia- 
tion sickness from cumulative 
exposures. If the destruction 
of body cells by these radia- 
tions becomes excessive, per- 
manent injury results 

This danger will be present 
only when the space man is 
working or exploring outside 
his space station or rocket. 

Cosmic rays present an in- 
soluble problem. 

High up in the atmosphere 
these heavy, swiftly moving 
particles stream in from outer 
space with incredible stores of 
energy. It is wrtually impos- 
sible to escape them. It is 
doubtful we can ever bring up 
the heavy, absorbing material 
necessary to stop them. 

Even without the ability to 
stop cosmic rays, however, the 
space suit will be a remarkable 
device. Into it will be poured 
the tremendous research and 
ingenuity of a decade.

THE RESPECT that Wool- 
man felt for savages—‘‘if 
haply I might receive some in- 
struction from them,” should 
animate all of us in our deal- 
ings with people of other 
faiths and other lands. It is 
certainly the spirit which ani- 
mates Huston Smith's fasci- 
nating new book. “The Re- 
ligions of Man,” which will be 
on sale next week. The worde 
of the -Indian poet Tagore 
could truthfully be addressed 
to Professor Smith: 

“Thou has made us known 
to friends whom we knew not. 
Thou hast given us seats in 
homes not our own. Thou hast 
brought the distant near and 
made 4 brother of the 
stranger.”

Phil, because he was the dandy 
of the outfit. Pittsburgh Phil 
would fairly purr when you 
referred to him as the Beau 
Brummell of the Brooklyn 
underworld. To the others, 
homicide was purely business;

“Like a ballplayer, that’s 
me,” he explained his enthust- 
asm once to an associate. “I 
figure | seasoning doing 
these jobs here.

HE WAS AS VICIOUS as a 
Gestapo agent, as casually cold- 
hlooded as a meat-grinding ma- 
chine in a butcher shop.

“contracts” even when it was 
not his turn to work. He was 
such an eager and capable 
killer that when out-of-town 
mobs had. special traveling 
salesman “commissions,” he 
was the first choice, in most in- 
stances, to be sent out. 


In the course of our investi- 
gation. various of the mob in- 
formers ‘“‘sang” of the exploits 
of Pittsburgh Phil. It was 
quite an aria, for Phil killed 
more than 30 men in more 
than a dozen cities. He took 
on assignments in Boston and 
Chicago Philadelphia and 
Miami and Detroit. The Con- 
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necticut State Police, for in- 
stance, were baffled for seven 
years by one particular messy 
murder. When they heard of 
our discoveries of Big Harry's 
handiwork at homicide, they 
decided their unsolved murder 
bore the earmarks of his tech- 
nique. 


It seems. that as the chill fall 
dawn came up on Nov. 20, 1933, 
the first rays of the sun 
etched out all that was left of 
Al Silverman, ex-convict and 
bootlegger, dangling from a 
harbed-wire fence in Somers, 
Conn. Al had been stabbed. 
His face had been battered so 
it could not have been recog- 
nized even by his pals, Lepke 
and Longy Zwillman, who does 
business in Newark and to this 


day is referred to as “the King 
of Jersey.” Motive? Take your 
pick. Murder, Inc., was not 
advertising its contracts in the 
papers, those days. 

The police of Detroit, too, 
had a murder that fitted the 
artistry of Pittsburgh Phil, with 
the possible collaboration of 
Happy Maione, who was head 
of the Ocean Hill hooligans, one 
of the two squads in the Brook- 
lyn troop. He was called Happy 
because he wore such a per- 
petually surly look that when 
he walked along the street, the 


neighbors would actually pull 
down the shades. 
Harry Millman, a Detroit 


gangster, was marked for mur- 
der in the summer of 1937. The 
local boys ingeniously 


placed 


a bomb under the hood of his 
car,. set to go off ag soon as 
he stepped on the starter.

Republic is heavily in the 
running for a number of rea- 
sons.

A family doctor explains... 


HEADACHES 


As you well know, headache is one of the 
most common body complaints. More 
than 65,000,000 “anti-headache” pills are 
consumed every day by the American pub- 
lic. More than nine in 10 of us have 
experienced real headache discomfort dur- 
ing olir lives. 

Perhaps the biggest reason is that from 
the head stems an intricate nerve network 
controlling all body functions. Under- 
standably, then, if one part of the body 
becomes “sick,” this may be recorded in 
the brain as a headache. 

Ihe causes of headache are so varied 
and the subject so vast that no simple 
answers apply generally. However, let's 
explore the most common forms of this 
universal malady. 

The tension headache: some experts 
feel that the most common form of head 
ache results from emotional strain and 
anxiety. You're surely familiar with many 
such cases. Family, job, money problems 
suddenly seem overwhelming and vou get 
a headache. The ache is really caused by 
muscle tension. 

What should you do? Often, just talk 
ing out the problem with vour family doc 
tor, spouse, minister or friend will help

Migraine headache: \t is estimated that 
more than 3,000,000 Americans suffer 
from this type of headache. Migraine may 
occur in three phases: mild forms, with 
stomach upset and “light” headache; a 
more bothersome form, with intense pain 
on one side of the head. This type may also 
result in nausea, vomiting and intense 
sweating. 

Finally, the severe migraine with pain 
on both sides of the head, with or without 
the other symptoms. 


Beware the Bad Tooth 


The cause of migraine is unknown, but 
it seems most often to affect tense, ner 
vous, intelligent, perfectionist-type per- 
sons. Here again, the doctor will often 
treat the emotional side of the problem 
at timés with good results. Or, he may pre- 
scribe various drugs to relieve the condi- 
ton, 

Sinus and allergy headaches: Sinus con- 
ditions are frequently related.to head- 
aches. Usually, the pain is felt most over 
the eyes and around the cheekbones. Al- 


lergies, too, can cause head pain, particu- 
larly in the forehead region. Headache 
caused by eye strain, also very common, 
can result in pain above the eyes, around 
the head in a kind of tight band, or even 
down the neck and into the back. Some 
times dental decay may cause pain to be 
“referred” up, the side of the face to vari 
ous areas of the head. 

Other disease causes: Fever reactions, 
nose, ear and eye troubles can also cause 
headache. So can certain forms of neural 
gia, arthritis and stomach disease. 


Steps to Relief 


In some cases, serious disorders of the 
brain—such as brain tumor or abscess 
are revealed by headache. Head pain is 
also common in high blood pressure, 
encephalitis and meningitis. 

Thus, as you can see, the head serves 
as a sensitive indicator of good health 
or lack of it — in almost every part of 
the body. Because it is such a common 
symptom, there are certain broad rules to 
keep in mind when you experience head 
pain. Here they are: 

e Before sound steps can be taken to re 
lieve prolonged (and therefore signifi 
cant) headache, the cause must be 
determined. Only your doctor can do this 
accurately. 

e Let me define “prolonged.” Any severe, 
sudden headache which fails to respond 
to simple treatment with analgesics within 
four to eight hours should be cause for 
concern. Such headaches should hasten a 
visit to your family doctor. Any dull, 
“chronic” headache that does not sud 
denly flare up, but simply comes and 
goes over a 24-hour period or longer (and 
cannot be relieved by simple measures ) 
should also cause you to visit your doctor. 
e So-called “fad” remedies, ranging from 
cold compresses to special foods and bev- 
erages, are rarely proved to be scientifi- 
cally sound. Cold compresses do much 
more to keep the hair off your forehead 
than they do to relieve headaches—which 
are due to the causes discussed above. 

e There is no proven “cure” for the hang 
over headache —— caused by excessive eat 
ing or drinking. The best “cure” is to 
avoid the excess in the first place. 

Today, the physician has an unprece 
dented number and variety of medications 
which can be used to relieve headache. 
With all the treatment techniques of mod 
ern medicine, three out of four headache 
sufferers can be helped significantly or 
cured altogether. 

Very often, of course, the relief may 
come as a personality effect if the pa 
tient is suffering an emotionally-caused 
tension headache. Here, his attitudes 
toward himself are the key to his well- 
being. If he lives each day without deep 
feelings of remorse, headaches are likely 
to fade away into a distant memory. &

What sputniks talk about

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
Soviet scientist A. A. Blagonravov visited 
here when the first sputnik popped into 
space. He was invited to hear U.S. record 
ings of its beep-beep. As he savored the 
sounds, a smile crept across his face. “Da,” 
he said, “I recognize the voice.” 

Sputnik I has long since skidded into 
the earth's atmosphere to a fiery finish. 
Sputnik II's voice also is silent. But 
Western scientists still listen intently to 
recordings of the mysterious radio-wave 
beeps. What messages did the sputniks 
broadcast from outer space? Though they 
spoke in secret codes, we have a fair idea 
of what they were saving and what future 
earth satellites of our qwn will sa\ 

\lready the beeps have brought new 
knowledge from space, knowledge with a 
profound impact on your future. 

For example, we are in an age where 
wartare can be waged across oceans. Yet 
our maps are almost as primitive as those 
Columbus used. A missile can be no better 
than the map tracing its course. When the 
satellites have finished mapping the world 

as thev have begun to do maps will 
be infallible. Tracking the sputniks al 
ready has revealed distortions in the 
earth's shape that scientists had suspected 


but not been able to prove 
The Race Into Space 


The sputniks have already helped sci 
entists figure that the ionosphere (a region 
of rarefied gases between 50 and 250 
miles above the earth) is 180 miles thick 
at its deepest point. As the sputniks dipped 
into the ionosphere on their roller-coaster 
course around the world, their beeps be 
came tuzzy. This gave scientists new in 
formation about radio waves which may 
result in better radio- TV reception for you. 
The tinv beeps also should help us solve 
riddles that have pestered scientists for 
vears. Among them are the riddles of 
@ The aurora borealis, or “northern 
lights.” We know thev're electrically 
charged particles streaming from the sun 

but how extensive they are and what 
they mean must still be learned. 

e lhe earth's magnetic field. If we could 
understand our strange magnetic storms, 
we could improve ajr safety. Our magnetic 
field also may prove to be a vast untapped 
source of atomic energy. 

e Cosmic ravs, which bombard the earth 
from outer space and affect human be 
havior. 


WORLD’S LARGEST radio telescope, in Cheshire, England, is shown tracking a 
Soviet sputnik at night. The huge instrument can detect signals anywhere in space. 


Ihe satellites also are blazing the way 
for space travel, charting unknown air 
currents and tides of outer space. Prob 
lems concérning cosmic storms and me 
teorite dust must be understood before 
men can embark into space. Already the 
sputniks have told us that the upper at- 
mosphere is five miles more dense than 
scientists previously had calculated. 

Ot course, the first satellites have made 
no more than pinpricks into outer space. 
Our information has been further limited 
by our incomplete understanding of the 
Russian codes. Sputnik signals are not 
codes similar to radio ciphers used during 
World War Il. The key lies in the toné 
and frequency of the beeps and can only 
be interpreted fully by special instru- 
ments and charts. Until this knowledge is 
shared by the Russians, miles of recording 
tape must remain partially meaningless. 

But American code experts (including 
Col. William Friedman, the Army officer 
who broke the Japanese secret code in 
World War IL) have been able to translate 
part of the sputniks’ “language.” One 
thing figured out was the temperatures 
broadcast by the first sputnik. 


Che signals from Sputnik II, which con 
tained the dog Laika, were broken by an 
electronic brain into six separate codes. 
In other words, Sputnik IL was transmit 
ting six types of information, some con 
cerned with the dog, some with its sput 
nik shell. U.S. experts believe they have 
identified the signals giving the dog's 
heartbeat, which ranged from 120 to 140 
per minute. The space dog's heart faltered 
and finally stopped on November 7 

he satellites are tracked both opticall 
and by radio. The optical work is in two 
phases: Project Moonwatch, a sky-scan 
ning operation by enthusiastic amateurs 
and the highly Technical Tracking Fence, 
boasting equipment which is accurate 
within 2-millionths of a second. These 
photograph the satellite at a given moment 
against the stars. There are 12 camera 
Stations in various areas of the world. 

\s of now, the Russians are leading in 
the space age.

How we must 
improve our schools 


.

In the past few months, practically everyone has had 
something to say about U.S. schools —- how good they 
are, how bad they are, how they measure up to Rus- 
sia’s. Only one important group has ‘not been heard 
from — the nation’s 37 millon elementary, junior- 
high and high-school students. The students them- 
selves, as PARADE learned in more than 300 outspoken 
interviews, are among the schools’ warmest defenders 
and harshest critics. 

To the majority of students, U.S. schools are doing 
well — but could stand improvement. The students 
are even willing to tell how; longer class periods and 
heavier workloads are one suggestion. At left you see 
12 of these opinions, ranging from biting criticism (“I 
don’t think school prepared me for anything” ) to lyric 
praise (“I think school is just about perfect’). 

To get these opinions and others like them, PARADE 
went to three representative schools. Interviewers 
questioned fifth-graders at Baxter School, Portland, 
Me.; seventh-, eighth- and ninth-grade members of 
the mixed choir at Sequoia Junior High School, 
Fresno, Calif., and graduating seniors at Cleveland 
High School, St. Louis. Summed up, here is what 
America’s youngsters said about their schools: 

Most students, at all levels, said they liked school 

even while pointing out drawbacks. 

Almost unanimously, students agreed that school 
had helped them get along better with others. 

Almost all fifth-graders and junior-high students 
thought school interesting. But by 12th grade, a large 

and intelligent minority said school killed more 
interest than it stimulated. 

Nearly three-fourths of the seniors said school 
didn't expect enough of them. A minority of fifth- 
graders and junior-high students agreed that school 
was too easy. 

Many seniors said school spent too much time on 
subjects they considered unimportant and not enough 
time on important ones. They disagreed widely on 


important subjects, but three stood out: English, math, 
science. 

Nearly half the high-school students said disci 
pline wasn't strict enough. Others found it zigzagged 
between strictness and laxity. 

A third of the seniors, on the eve of graduation, said 
they felt poorly prepared for the outside world. 

Is it important that youngsters like school or don't 
like it? Does it matter that some consider school stimu- 
lating and others call it a waste of time? Many school- 
men think so. They. know a certain amount of griping 
is inevitable; they have no intention of making school 
merely a pleasurable romp. But they also know that a 
youngster who won't be taught can’t be taught. 


Not Required to Learn 


“We can take all of these kids and require them to 
take three years of science,” one educator summed up. 
“But can we require them to learn anything? If they 
don't and we flunk them, what will that achieve?” The 
problem was, as he saw it, to keep both interest and 
standards high. 

The youngsters themselves sketched in the dimen- 
sions of this task. One group of seniors termed science 
important and homemaking unimportant; “My mother 
can teach me cooking better and faster,” a girl said. 
Another group reversed the importance of the two; 
“Science? What will I ever use it for?” asked a would- 
be secretary. Furthermore, some seniors felt they had 
fiddled through elementary and junior-high, learning 
little. Yet only a handful of fifth-graders and junior- 
high students thought they could work harder or learn 
much more. 

Here are some questions PARADE asked U.S. school 
children and how the students answered them: 

Do you find school interesting? Both Baxter's fifth 
graders and Sequoia’s junior-high students said yes, 
mostly. Seniors at Cleveland were not so enthusi- 
astic: a sizable fraction said they found little to 
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The dilemma of education: two students

keep them awake. And a large number of 
others said that while they found some sub 
iects interesting (they differed on which 
there were too few of them. Furthermore, 
some students said subjects naturally inter 
esting (“In history, all we do is read no 
explanation, no discussion . . .” ) were taught 
in a dull way. 

Disturbingly, in a small handtul of cases, 
the same signs were beginning to show up in 
the vounger children. “School should be ex 
citing, but it isn't,” said one girl and sey 
eral of her schoolmates agreed. 

Do you waste time in school? Again the 
answers followed the same pattern: fifth 
grade and junior high, with some significant 
exceptions, said no, but many of the high 


school seniors said ves 
More Homework? 


Three-fourths of the seniors .said the 
schools didn’t expect enough of them. There 
were suggestions for more homework, stiffer 
assignments, a faster pace for the course. One 
bov suggested adding a full hour to the school 
day, many said periods were too short. 

Do vou consider what you are learning im- 
portant? All three groups considered educa 
tion important. And fifth-graders believed 
almost all subjects of equal stature. “] want 
to learn all I can, so I can be a good man and 
hold a good job when I grow up,” said one 10 
vear-old. “You can't do that if you don't 
learn.” In junior high, students were begin- 


ning to class some subjects as important and 
others as unimportant; English, science and 
math fell, as almost unanimous choices, in 
the first group. 

Asked what they considered important, 
Cleveland's seniors ranked English first. They 
went on to say not enough time was spent on 
it and on other important courses, including 
higher math and the sciences; too much time 
was frittered away on things they considered 
unimportant. 

Do you have good teachers? Most filth 
graders thought they had, although some 
pupils were jukewarm. Their interest in 
school seemed to flag and spurt according to 
the teacher; one girl spoke for all Baxter's 
hfth-graders when she said, “Mr. Nason 
could teach me anything.” 

Ihe junior-high students liked their teach 
ers on the strict side; it forced them to work 
harder and learn more, they said. One boy 
stated: “My teacher can joke between lessons 

but when it's time for business, he gets 
down to it and doesn’t fool around with un 
important things.” 

\bout certain teachers, seniors were caus 
tic, branding them “too easy,” “uninterested,” 
“trving to be popular,” or “over the hill” 
(too old). A few said some courses were 
“snaps simply because the teachers thought 
students wanted them that way. But a num 
ber of teachers, they agreed, worked hard, 
knew their subjects and tried to sustain in 
terest as much as they could. 
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HOMEMAKING STUDENT Robin Ehlers, 17, sizes up her school curriculum: “They 
should teach more things about making a home. Any girl wants to know that. In- 
stead you get history and math — I'l! never use higher math. | don’t think it should 


be required. | never understood it — and | worked pretty hard to learn it, too. 


What should be added to your studies? A 
heavy vote for “more science” was polled at 
all three levels. Seniors thought courses in 
electronics, radio and flight could be added. 
Younger students thought the science periods 
should come more frequently. 

What should be subtracted from your 
studies? Most fifth-graders and junior-high 
students liked school just as it was. But al 
most all seniors had some subject they 
thought worthless. Ironically, the subject 
most would like to see dropped was history; 
it also was voted second among subjects stu 
dents liked best. 


Discipline: Pro and Con 


Is discipline strict enough in school? Asked 
of seniors, this question provoked a surpris 
ing answer: half of them said “no” and many 
said “yes” with qualifications. Some didn't 
like being treated as children. Others pro 
tested that “kids get away with murder.” 

One boy spoke for the minority who 
thought discipline should be tightened: 
“There are too many wise guys who need to 
be put into line. But the teachers seem to 
figure, ‘What's the use?’ ” 

And some students felt school authority 
should protect them from themselves. They 
thought schools should concentrate on a hard 
core of required subjects; when they were 
allowed to choose, they said, too often they 
took the easy way out. In addition, they had 
a low opinion of general science and general 


ta 


math. They were, said one boy, “grade-school 
stuff intended as an easy way to get in the 
science-math requirements.” 

Has school given you the education you 
feel you need? This “seniors-onlv” question 
got a split response: one-third said they were 
poorly prepared for the outside world, but 
some of them expected to make up the deficit 
in college. Many said the schools had done 
well, but felt that in modern times 12 years 
of education simply was not enough. 

Has school taught you to get along well 
with others? On all levels, students agreed 
this was the lesson school taught best. And 
they did not minimize its importance. Seniors 
said it was at least half of educatiop-atid 
junior-high students felt extracurricular ac- 
tivities as important as English. 

How does all this add up? Some Of the 
opinions conflict; some are in direct contra- 
diction. But there seems to be a single thread 
running from fifth-grade through junior-high 
to high school students. It’s this: 

American students like school and want to 
learn. They don’t expect school to be easy. 
But, particularly in the lower grades, they 
will travel only as fast as they are led. 

PARADE'S study seems to show that in the 
past, perhaps, students have been sold short. 
The raw material seems to be on hand. In the 
students’ own words, they're willing to work 
harder — if the schools can discover new and 
challenging ways to make their work more 
interesting.

OM WIGNELL, Who came to 
zy \merica from England at the 
outbreak of the Revolution, is litth 
known today, but he was quite a 
joker in 1787. 

He was short, with a slight stoop 
of the shoulder. \ccording — to 
theater historian William Dunlap: 
‘Wienell was athletic with hand 
somely tormed lower extremities, 
the knees a little curved inward and 
feet remarkably small. His large 
blue eves were rich in expression, 
and his comedy was luxuriant in 
humor, but alwavs faithtul to his 
author. He was a comic actor, not 
a buffoon = 

faking the part of a low-comedy 
servant, Wignell would shuffle about 
the stage whittling sticks, cjaculat 
ing “Tarnation” and calling himsell 
the “trwue-born ‘son of liberty.” His 
characterization of Jonathan, the 
shrewd, half-educated Yankee sers 
ant, Was to set a pattern tor future 
lonathans tor vears to come. 

Perhaps Tom Wignell’s career 
reached its highest point on the 
night of November 24, 1789. when 
a play, Poor Soldier, in which he 
was the main comic character, was 
presented. There was great furor

when it was learned that a party in 
cluding President George Washing- 
ton had made reservations for the 
evening pertormance. 

\ccording to the records of the 
time, Washington sat very stiff and 
stern in his box, watching the 
comedy. When the final curtain fell 
and 4fe Président gave not the 
slightest indication of having been 
amused, Wignell took the oppor 
tunity of a curtain call to present a 
brief and flowery verse dedicated to 
the first President. 

The poem described Washington 
as “a man who fought to free the 
land from woe,” etc. As the reading 
approached its conclusion, Wash 
ington remained as stiff and stern 
as before, perhaps stiffer. 


A Quick Ad Lib 


Wigenell sensed the honored 
guest's possible embarrassment at 
too much praise on his night off. So 
he contrived for a fellow actor to 
ask: “Hlow looked he . . . was he tall 
or short?” And Wignell replied: 

“Why sure, I didn't see him. 
lo be sure, 

\s L was looking hard from 
out the door 

| saw a man in regim@ntals 
hine, 

All lace and glitter, botherum 
and shine; 

\nd so I looked at him till 
all was gone, 

And then | found that he was 
not the one.”

A new Hollywood 
replaces the old 


Lana Turner, Diane Varsi typify end of an era

HOLLYWOOD. 
In Peyton Place, the scrubbed-up movie 
version of the best-selling novel, Lana 
Turner plays the role of a mother for the 
first time in her motion-picture career. 
Diane Varsi, 20, considered one of Hol 
lywood’s outstanding acting finds, plays 
the part of her daughter and steals the 
pic ture. 

When this film was shown three 
months ago for the first time in the pro 
jection room at 20th Century-Fox, a 
studio executive said to me: “See those 
two girls on the screen? Well, Lana typi 
fies all the evils of the ‘old’ Hollwwood; 
Diane typifies all the virtues of the ‘new’ 
Hollywood.” 

What he meant is this: Hollywood no 
longer is spoiling its young stars rotten. 
Now theyre made to toe the mark: 
honest day's work for an honest day's sal- 
ary. And the emphasis is on talent rather 


than torso. While Hollywood still is giv- 
ing well-built girls the glamor treatment, 
these novice actresses are being told that 
slinky curves are only a temporary substi 
tute for talent. 

The motion-picture industry no longer 
is over-protecting its players by getting 
them out of scandals or scrapes. The new 
Hollywood won't concoct phony biogra 
phies for its youngsters or publicize them 
as great Thespians. It has decided that 
spoiled actresses hurt themselves and the 
industry. 

Take Lana Turner. At 38, when she 
should be enjoying the fruits of 23 vears 
in the business, Lana is out making a buck 

not from choice, but from necessity. 
[he mountains of money she's earned 
over the years have gone in taxes, hand- 
outs, high living, astronomical medical 
bills and the support of a 14-year-old 
daughter who not too long ago was so 
unhappy she ran away from home. 

Lana, who has just finished Another 
lime, Another Place as her first independ

ularity parade passes her by. But Holly- 
wood views this “Sweater Girl” of the 
1940s with a somewhat jaundiced eye. 
Lana not only has lost much of her box 
office draw and much of her earlier sex 
appeal, but she also has not become the 
easiest person in the world to work with. 

During the filming of Peyton Place, 
according to producer Jerry Wald, she 
found difficulty in adjusting “to the chang 
ing style in acting: no more affected poses 
or lingering close-ups.” She seemed emo 
tionally upset about reaching the transi 
tional point in her career where she was 
playing a mother role —— and not a large 
one, at that. 

She still insisted, however, upon the 
limousine to drive her from sound stage to 
dressing room; her own press agent to 
ward off reporters; time off to care for 
private business. 

By nature Lana Turner is warm, 
friendly, generdus and cooperative, and 
her egotistical behavior is largely the fault 
of the old Hollywood, which took Lana 
when she was a fatherless, physically pre 
cocious adolescent of 15 and gilded her 
into the hedonistic screen temptress it 
thought the public wanted. 

In those days, young Judy Turner (her 
real name) didn’t know the score. Her 
father had been killed by San Francisco 
street muggers. Her mother worked in a 
beauty parlor. She herself earned a few 
pennies a week waiting on table at a lunch 
hangout. 

Hollywood took this impressionable, 
uneducated child, signed her to a contract, 
gave her a new life. And in rebellion 
against her poverty-ridden childhood, 
Lana quickly adapted to it. In the process 
she came to believe the sensational non 
sense written about her by studio pub- 
licity men and began to live a scfeen 
siren’s life. 


Lana’s Marriage Marathon 


She ran off to Las Vegas at 19 and mar 
ried clarinetist Artie Shaw. This marriage 
brought her to the brink of a nervous 
breakdown, so she divorced Shaw. She 
eloped with actor Steve Crane, only to 
discover that he already had a wife. 
Crane's excuse was that he thought his 
previous wife had obtained a Mexican 
divorce. Lana secured an annulment. 
However, when she learned that she was 
going to have a baby, Lana and Crane 
were remarried in Tijuana. When Cheryl, 
her only child, was born, it was a dan- 
gerous delivery, largely Because Lana's 
blood type is Rh negative, a factor re- 
sponsible for her last three or four mis 
carriages. When Cheryl was six months 
old, Lana obtained another divorce.

Apparently incapable of living a man- 
less life for any length of time, Lana took 
Henry “Bob” Topping, playboy sportsman 
for her next husband. When disenchant- 
ment set in, she divorced him and married 
actor Lex Barker. After the screen Tarzan 
blackened her eye in Hawaii, this mar 
riage went the way of the others it 
ended in a divorce court last year. 

Between marriages, Lana has dated 
such men as Victor Mature, Greg Bautzer, 
Tony Martin, Howard Hughes, Bob Hut- 
ton, Fernando Lamas, Tyrone Power. But 
somehow true love has escaped her. 

Unfortunately, this also is true of her 
screen suiccess. With the possible excep 
tions of The Bad and the Beautiful and 
Peyton Place, Lana has not starred in one 
memorable film in the last 10 years. 

Now, as she approaches 40, Lana Tur- 
ner is compelled to face facts: her appeal 
is limited primarily to members of her 
own generation who apparently prefer 
free TV fare to movie houses; her screen 
future may be confined to matronly roles:

It happened last spring during an exhibi 
tion game in Los Angeles’ Wrigley Field. 
Herb Score, the great Cleveland Indians 
pitcher, rocketed. a fast ball at Willie 
Mays. Willie swung and connected. The 
ball soared over a light tower in deep left 
center and disappeared behind a row of 
houses across the street from the park. 
For all | know it still may be going. 

Right then I was convinced that Mays 
was the man who could break a record 
that has frustrated sluggers for 31 years 
Babe Ruth's mark of 60 homers in one 


scason. 
Long Way From Home 


But | was just as sure he had a poor 
chance to hit 61 if the Giants kept on 
playing in New York's Polo Grounds. Let 
me explain: From home plate in the Polo 
Grounds to the wall in center field is a long 
480 feet. To left center is about 450 feet. 
\nd it’s to center and left center that Wil 
lie hits most of his long balls. 

Last vear Willie hit 35 homers but I'd 
estimate he hit at least 10 other drives 
over 460 feet. In any other park they'd 
have been homers; in the Polo Grounds 


they were long outs. In 1955 he hit 51 
homers. Just 10 more that he might 
have hit in a more favorable park and 
Ruth’s record would have been smashed. 

This year, however, the Giants have 
moved to San Francisco and we will play 
our 77 home games in Seals Stadium. 

This move, I predict, means that Willie 
Mays, either this season or during a season 
soon to come, will belt 61 homers and 
maybe even more—-for a new big - league 
record. 

Seals Stadium is perfect for Willie. The 
deepest corner of the park is 412 feet 
from home plate. And left center ranges 
from 370 to 404 feet. Compare this (see 
diagram ) with the Polo Grounds’ faraway 
fences and you can see why Mays’ drives 
that were long outfield flies in New York 
will be homers in San Francisco. 

Willie also will hit more homers be 
cause he won't be straining. In New York, 
Willie tried to do either of two things: 
1) pull the ball down the short 280-foot 
left-field foul line, or 2) sock it 450 feet 
over the outfielders’ heads. 

He did neither very well. Not a natural 
pull hitter, he only occasionally could

The Cool One 


Next year the Giants will move out of 
Seals Stadium into a new park now being 
built in San Francisco. But since it will 
be a near-carbon copy of Seals Stadium 

with long foul lines but only a moder 
ately deep center field — Willie will have 
just as good a chance there to break Ruth's 
mark. 

Other things aboyt playing in San 
Francisco also will help Willie: 

There's the weather. The heat in the 
East is brutal during July and August; it 
slows down every player. But in San 
Francisco it’s delightfully cool — wonder 
ful for living as well as playing baseball. 
Where last year he had to drag himself 
through the eastern humidity,. Willie in 


1958 will play 35 games during July and 
August in cool San Francisco. 

And there are the fans. Last year in 
New York, except for games with the 
Dodgers, we drew over 20,000 fans only 
twice. Willie, of course, goes all-out 
whether 10 or 10,000 are watching, but 
even he can't help but try harder for west 
coast fans who have shown such great 
enthusiasm for the Giants. 

[here's his “partner” in the line-up. 
For the past few seasons we have lacked a 
number-four man to follow Mays, as Yogi 
Berra follows Mickey Mantle for the 
Yankees. As a result, pitchers fed bad balls 
to Willie, willing to walk him and face the 
next batter, who was not as likely to hit a 
homer.

This spring I'm 
going to let him play only three or four 
innings in exhibitions. so he'll be set on 
opening day for an explosive start. 

There's his strength. Willie stands 
5°11", weighs 185, and there isn't an 
ounce of fat on him. He has tremendous 
Stamina and he’s not injury-prone. To hit 
61 home runs you have got to play in 
practically every game. During the last 
three seasons Willie missed just 7 games 
out of 462 


Still Growing 


There's his youth. He’s onlv 26; Ruth 
didn't hit his 60 homers till he was 32. 
Willie, in other words, has at least five 
or six more seasons to shoot for the record. 

And he'll be shooting for it in San 
Francisco, with all its advantages. I pre 
dict this city will not only help my center 
helder hit 61 home runs, it also will help 
him the season he does break the rec 
ord to hit .380 and drive in 150 runs. 

I'm looking forward to that season 
and 1958 may be it. s

“But we'll end up in the poorhouse,” protested his 
young bride Sonya. 

“1 found heaven in America,” smiled Sam. “It's 
more important, wife, to live a good life here than 
just to become rich.” 

Sam, who was then childless, took a fatherly inter 
est in all the yvoungsters in the neighborhood. When 
ever they committed a boyish prank — such as tip 
ping over a thirsty passerby's pail of beer and running 
away they could always hide in Sam's store. Sam 
never squealed on them. 


Help for a Fatherless Boy 


But some of the children were unkind. They teased 
Sam because of his poor English, because he kept the 
Sabbath on Saturday and went to the synagogue. 

\mong the neighborhood boys was 12-vear-old 
Jack, who lived across the street from Sam with his 
widowed mother and brother. Jac k didn't see Sam, or 
anvone else; as an object of ridicule. He deept? re 
spected the simple cobbler. A thoughtful lad, he was 
impressed by Sam's philosophy that there was more to 
this life than living by bread alone. Jack’s gasworker 
father had died when he was voung, and Jack soon 
became very fond of the simple shoemaker. 

One day Sam said to Jack's mother, “Open a 
grocery store downstairs and, with God's help, you'll 
make a few pennies to send Jack to school.” The 
plucky woman did so, and her store soon prospered. 

Sam grew to love Jack as a son. “The boy has some 
thing special,” Sam confided to Sonya. “Jack isn't like 
other kids.” 

For one thing, he was more versatile. He was an 
excellent student, a nimble baseball player (he could 
run 100 yards in 10 seconds ) and quick with his fists, 
if need be. One day he used them on a bully who 
slandered Sam. 

Sam and Jack had long talks while Sam worked. 
Chey discussed their respective religions and Sam's 
youthful dream of becoming a rabbi. 

“Education is the greatest thing in the world,” Sam 
used to tell Jack. “You can lose money, but you can 
never lose your education.” Many evenings when he 
returned to his cobbler’s bench, Sam saw Jack study 
ing by lamp across the street. 

Jack grew deeply religious. When he was an altar 
boy at St. Mary's Church here, he told Sam that he 
wanted to enter the priesthood. “You'll make a won- 
derful priest, Jack,” Sam encouraged him. “The world 
needs people like you to do God's work.” 

After graduating from St. Thomas Seminary in 
Hartford at 17, Jack sailed to France to study theol 
ogy. Recalled to this country at the start of World 
War I, he later completed his training at St. Bernard's 
Seminary, Rochester, N.Y., and in 1916, he was or 
dained at Hartford. 

“Jack, you're now a priest!” Sam joyously greeted 
him. “My dream is starting to come true.” 


he young priest's first assignment was as an assist 


ant pastor in a nearby town, and, in 1919, he was 
called to an important office in the Hartford Diocese. 
For 15 years, he served there. During that period, he 
regularly visited his mother in New Britain. And each 
time, he dropped in to see his old friend Sam. To 
yether the educated Catholic priest and the unschooled 
Jewish cobbler discussed the state of the universe. 

Sam closely followed his friend's career with fa 
therly pride. In the'30s, Jack was consecrated Bishop 
of another New England diocese. He was the youngest 
Bishop in the U.S. Sam frequently visited him in his 
new city. 

Meanwhile, during the depression, idealistic Sam 
lost his shoe store. But he paid all his bills and decided 
to spend all his time doing God's work. He organized 
a Hebrew Free Loan Society which lent money with 
out interest to needy persons of all faiths. 

Almost single-handed, Sam launched dozens of 
local projects, ranging from a Golden Age Club for 
elderly folks to a Christmas toy collection for children. 
Despite his patched pants and soiled ties, he was made 
a welfare commissioner, a park-board member, an 
adviser to mayors. He himself was dubbed “Mayor of 
Hartford Avenue.” Hundreds came to him with 
troubles. “People didn't talk to Socrates as they did to 
Sam Greenberg,” a Hartford editor recently recalled. 


Elevation of a Bishop 


One day, Sam breathlessly read in the newspaper 
that his friend the Bishop was being considered as 
\rchbishop in one of America’s most historic cities. 
Sam, "the Jewish student of Catholic history, was de 
lighted. “I've always told Jack that that was the place 
for him,” he exclaimed to Sonya. 

Soon afterward, following World War Il, Sam's 
dream came true: his friend the Bishop had been ele 
vated to Archbishop. “I'm so happy!” Sam cried, tears 
salting his eyes. “We never had a son, Sonya, but | 
couldn't feel any closer to one than I do to Jack.” 

Sam was sick in bed when arrangements were be 
ing made to install during Brotherhood Week 


his Jack as Archbishop. Then one morning invita 
tions arrived for him and Sonya to attend the installa- 


tion ceremony. Arrangements also were made for 
railroad tickets. Sam jumped out of bed. “I'm not sick 
any more,” he said. “I can't miss seeing Jack made 
Archbishop.” 

Sam didn't realize that only a few of the Arch 
bishop's many friends and relatives could be invited. 
The basilica seated merely 800 persons, and hundreds 
of prominent Catholic churchmen and laymen had to 
be accommodated. There hardly seemed room for Sam 
and Sonya, who also were of a different faith. 

But at the railroad station a priest met and drove 
them to the Cathedral. Promptly they were ushered 
into a pew reserved especially for them. The Cathe 
dral brimmed with dignitaries of church and state, 
including archbishops, bishops, governors, senators 
and mayors. 

Most of all, though, Sam was awestruck by the 
breath-taking scene of medieval splendor. He had read 
many of Jack's books on church history, but he never 
had dreamed that the consecration of an Archbishop 
was such an impressive ritual. Overhead was a bal 
dachin, a canopy of jeweled metal with a white dove 
suspended in the center. Behind the throne hung the 
red Cardinal's hat of one of the Archbishop's predeces 
sors. The altar sparkled like a jewel. 

The ceremony began a ceremony that was hal 
lowed in antiquity when America still was a wilder 
ness. After the colorful procession of churchmen, a 
centurv-old bell tolled overhead as the organ and choir 
rane out Fece Sacerdos Magnus (Behold the Great 
Priest). The new Archbishop was led to his -‘marbk 
throne after a young priest read, first in Latin and 
then in English, the Papal decree of appointment 
From the Apostolic Delegate to the U.S. the new 
Archbishop received the symbol of his office, a golden 
crosier — a long staff hooked at one end like a shep 
herd’s crook. 


‘How Are You, Sam?’ 


\fter his elevation, the Archbishop walked slowly 
down the aisle blessing clergy and laymen. A quarter 
of the way down, he caught the eve of a familiar face. 
Handing his crosier to a nearby priest, he left the pro 
cession of church dignitaries. 

Approac hing the pew of a little old man, he leaned 
forward, placed his hand on the man’s arm, and amid 
the stilled silence said simply, gratefully, “Hello, Sam. 
How are you?” Sam was too dumbfounded to answer. 

The new Archbishop then rejoined the procession, 
greeting no one else by name. 

Sam Greenberg's stunned face was flushed. His lips 
trembled, his heartbeat quickened, his entire body 
blazed with joy. In those glowing minutes, he felt more 
than rewarded for any good he had ever_tried to do. 

“Hot tears from God fell from my eves,” he said 
later. “It was the greatest moment of my life.” 

[hat evening, Sam and Sonya were escorted to a 
dinner-reception for the Archbishop. There, amid the 
Catholic festivities, they learned that a kosher meal 
had been specially prepared for them. The Archbishop 
invited them to remain as his guests for a week, but 
they could stay only two days. 

This week, the Archbishop celebrates the 10th an 
niversary of that day. The humble cobbler who helped 
to shape his character will not be there, for recently? 
Sam Greenberg died. But one of the happiest memo 
ries he took to his grave was his true bond of brother

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Victor Borge 


Combines Comedy with Music 
To Make Concerts ‘Enjoyable’ 


NEW YORK, Feb. |5. 


CRITIC once said that “anybody whe doesn't see Victor Borge is a social outcast.” 
That was at a time when the Danish pianist-comedian was busy on Broadway 


setting records with his one-man pro- 
duction, "Comedy in Music,’ which ran 
for 849 performances. The number of 
“outcasts” has dwindled considerably 
since then, with millions of Americans 
having seen Borge in his two one-man 
shows on television and on his personal- 
appearance tours. It will dwindle still 
more when Borge returns to television 
Wednesday (KWK-TV, 8 p.m.) 

Borge’s first “one-man spectaculer’ on 
television in June of 1956 carried the 
title of his Broadway show, “Comedy in 
Music,” and combined the elements of 
that hit with bits from his touring show 
and the showmanship qualities he de- 
veloped while he was one of Europe's 
top-ranking stars. In December of that 
year Borge appeared on television again 
with what he called the ‘second halt’ 
of his show. In his next Wednesday 
night appearance, he says with an 
impish grin, he will present the “third 
half.” Later on, he adds. there may be 
a fourth half, fifth half. etc.

BORGE, WHO HAS been an Ameri- 
can citizen since 1948. was born in 
Denmark 49 years ago. His father was 
a violinist of the Danish Roya Symphony 
and his mother a gifted pianist from 
whom he began taking lessons at the 
age of three. At 10, he hed raced 
through several teachers and made a 
concert debut. A serious debut—com 
edy came later. On continental tours 
Borge while still a boy won the plaudits 
of Europe's outstanding critics. 

Combining comedy with the classics

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was inevitable for Borge who for a long 
time had nourished an “irrepressible 
something.” It came to the surface when 
he was 15 and was given the honor 
of playing the Rachmaninoff Concerto 
with the state symphony, supported by 
more than 100 musicians. 

“In the middie of Rachmaninoff,” he 
recalls, “there was a long two-finger 
trill with the full string section backing 
me up on the violins, violas, cellos and 
basses. 


The sight of those intensely serious 
musicians grinding away for ali they 
were worth while | trilled was suddenly 
too much for me. | winked at the 
audience over my shoulder. There was 
a roar of laughter in the crowded aud- 
itorium. Of course, | was reprimanded 
later, but | never. was the same from 
then on. That set my fate. At any rate 
it set me to trying to do what | am 
today — combining music with laughter 
so that more people can enjoy con- 
certs.”

IN THE NEXT seven years, as he es 
teblished himself as a composer, pianist, 
author, director and comedian, he be- 
came the highest-paid star in Denmark 

But then came Wor'ld War I! and 
Hitler's invasion of Denmark.

The Few That Are Left Face Extinction 


By PAUL BERG of the PICTURES Staff 


USHCART MARKETS, once a flourishing and picturesque feca- 
f ture of New York City’s crowded neighborhoods of foreign- 

born, are threatened with extinction by a new economy pro- 
posal. The number of pushcarts has dwindled from about 7000 
to less than 300, and pushcart market areas have waned from 66 
to eight in the last quarter-century. But it costs the city about 
$40,000 a year to inspect and supervise the pushcart markets, 
some $16,000 more than is collected from license fees. 

To eliminate the deficit, Anthony Masciarelli, city commis- 
sioner of public markets, plans to ask the mayor to abolish them. 
He believes the pushcarts have been outdated by easily acces- 
sible supermarkets and other competitive stores. However, the 
vendors disagree, as do many of their old-time customers, and 
they propose to fight. 

Derivative of the European marketplace, thousands of push- 
carts, laden with produce and household wares, once dotted Man- 
hattan’s Lower East Side and Brooklyn's Brownsville area. They 
played an important economic role. The pushcart vendor bought 
wholesale market glut cheaply, sold it at below -store prices. And 
many immigrant housewives, because of language problems, 
were reluctant to leave their immediate neighborhood and search 
for competitive stores. 

Pushcarts appeared in New York City around 1880. For some 
40 odd years, vendors were allowed to roam the streets at will 
under no supervision. In 1923 they were put under control of the 
Bureau of Weights and Measures of the city’s Department of Mar- 
kets. Each was required to pay a $1 weekly license fee and to ’ 
operate only in designated areas. )

N MARCH 4 there will be unfolded here an unpleas- 

ant but vitally important story — how the Mississippi 

River is seriously polluted as it flows through the 

St. Louis area. Unlike previous recitations, which usually 

have brought only a collective shoulder shrugging, the 

retelling next month will be for the purpose of drawing up 
a timetable for cleaning up the river. 

The story of Mississippi pollution here is one that has 
grown worse with every passing year. It is a story of raw 
sewage entering the river from some 200 outlets in the 35- 
mile stretch between Alton and Jefferson Barracks. The 
United States Public Health Service says these discharges, 
which range from household garbage to industrial acids, 
have a contaminating effect equivalent to the untreated 
body wastes of 5,250,000 persons. Industry accounts for 
about 70 per cent of the total, the Health Service says. 

The occasion for outlining these and other facts will 
be a conference of federal, Missouri, Illinois, local officials 
and industry representatives at Soldiers’ Memorial, called 
by the Health Service under the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Act. This statute gives the government enforce- 
ment power to abate pollution of interstate waters. The 
conference, provided for in the law, is aimed at securing 
voluntary action by cities and industries toward cleaning 
contaminated streams. If voluntary action fails, the law 
provides for court procedure. 

At conferences already held under the law (enacted 
in its present form in 1956), cities along the Missouri 
River have announced their timetables for abating pollu- 
tion of the Big Muddy. Under the schedules all major 
sources of contamination will be tied into treatment facili- 
ties by early 1962. In the case of Kansas City, Missouri, 
this hinges on the passage of a bond issue in 1959. 

Decontamination of the Missouri will remove an in- 
creasingly serious hazard to the St. Louis area water sup- 
ply. Both the St. Louis County Water Company and the 
city’s water division draw heavily on the stream. At the 
pollution conference for the Kansas City area, last De-

cember, an official of the county firm said it was unable 
to assure that “existing water plants can satisfactorily 
process Missouri River water in the future unless pollu- 
tion abatement becomes a reality.” 

Just as Missouri River pollution affects St. Louis, so the 
wastes dumped in the Mississippi here cause problems 
downstream. At Chester, Illinois, 65 miles below St. Louis 
and the first downstream city to use Mississippi water for 
drinking purposes, every type of purification method 
known is used. Sludge deposits and oily mud are evident 
as far as 100 miles downstream. 

Nor are all the effects passed on to other places. 
Nowhere in the St. Louis area is it safe to swim in the pol- 
luted Mississippi. The contamination increases mainte. 
nance costs to towboat operators and other river users. 
Pollution clouds future industrial growth. More and more 
industries are becoming dependent on an abundance of 
good water, and they shun locations where expensive 
treatment is required to make the water supply usable. 

The fact that cities along the Missouri have anti - pollu- 
tion timetables is due in large part to several years of 
activity, much of it behind the scenes, by state and federal 
agencies. And there has been considerable preliminary 
work here. The local problem is probably as well cata 
loged as anywhere, thanks to a four - year study completed 
in 1954 by the Bi-State Development Agency, with Mis 
souri, Illinois and federal offices co-operating. (Copies of 
the study report have been requested by officials in Japan. 
Czechoslovakia, Switzerland.) The Metropolitan St. Louis 
Sewer District is negotiating a contract for engineering 
work to determine treatment needs, and the cost, for the 
area it serves. 

While the emphasis of the March 4 conference will be 
on arriving voluntarily at a definite program for cleaning 
the great river which serves this area in so many ways. 
the objective of the law at both state and federal levels is 
unmistakable. Clearly, the time for shrugging off the 
pollution of the Mississippi has passed.

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OR A NUMBER OF YEARS the crown colony of 
Cyprus has been a thorn in the side of the Brit- 
ish Empire. The Greek-speaking majority on 

the island has long agitated for a union with Greece, 
and has backed that desire with demonstrations, 
riots and violence against the British. The Turkish- 
speaking minority, numbering about 100,000 of the 
island's 500,000 inhabitants, has opposed such a 
union with equal determination, preferring British 
to Greek control. 

The British, who. were ceded the island by the 
Turks in 1878, have considered Cyprus an impor- 
tant military bastion in the eastern Mediterranean, 
especially so during the Suez crisis. Since then, 
however, the British, in reorganizing their defense 
establishment, have decided to base the major por- 
tion of their Mideast forces in their East African 
colony of Kenya. This, arnong other considerations, 
has led them to modify their views on Cyprus and 
to offer limited self-government to the island. 

The Greeks were still not satisfied, and the Turk 
minority, alarmed over the prospect, began advo- 
cating partition of Cyprus into Greek and Turkish 
areas. Violence flared anew, this time between the 
Greeks and Turks. British security forces, desir- 
ous of maintaining order, intervened and thereby 
earned the enmity of both sides. Further violence 
is expected as the Greek terrorist organization, 
EOKA, announced the end of an unofficial truce 
with British authorities and promised to revive the 
struggle to end Britain's rule.
